With the attack on Pearl Harbor 


two years ago all Americans in 
North China were detained by the 
Japs. Twenty-seven colleges were 
seized. The Japanese made every- 
one'tip their hats 10 them. Amer- 
ican's therefore kept off the streets 
—and the Chinese quit wearing 
hats so they would have none lo 
tip. 


On 
September 
15, 1943, • Dr. 


Brown left her internment camp 
for Shanghai, on the road to the 
diplomatic exchange ship — and 
home. But guerrillas attacked the 
rail route, and there was mitcl) 
delay in getting through. 


On September 18 she reached 


Shanghai, 
and the station was 


bombed by Chinese. The Americans 
were taken to St. Johns university 
near, Shanghai, and from there pro- 
ceeded to the Japanese ship, which 
was a former French liner. The 
customs house windows and doors 
were blanked out with bunting, so 
none of the prisoners could see the 
shipping in the harbor. 


From 
Shanghai Dr. 
Brown's 


homeward course led to Hong Kong, 
then to Saigon, in Indo-China, Sing- 
apore ,and finally Portuguese, In- 
dia, where the prisoners were trans- 
ferred to the Swedish exchange ship 
which finally brought them to New 
York less lhan two weeks ago. 


Dr. Brown told a grim but amus- 


ing story of outwitting the Japs in 
the matter of recovering money she 
had invested in American Express 
checks. She burned the checks in 
China, but first memorized the 
serial numbers in a code which had 
to do with the chapters and lines of 
the Book of Ruth in the Bible. 
Later, in New York, she recited the 
serial 
numbers of 
the 
burned 


checks—and got her money!

The Tokyo radio said 
Allied planes raided Hankow last 
night.

Congress Is 
Cautioned on 
Inflation 


6y ALEX H, SINGLETON 
Washington, 'Dec. 13 (/I1). —House 


Majority Leader McCormack (D 
Mas) 
cautioned Congress 
today 


against "releasing the floodlidcs of 
inflation" as the House and Senate 
tackled a batch of legislation di- 
rectly affecting President Roose- 
velt's anti-inflation - stabilization 
program. 


With the administration program 


for controlling wages and prices, 
subsidies and taxes under fire, the 
Democratic floor-leader bluntly as- 
serted "the pressure groups are 
operating." 


"Inflation, if it comes," he said, 


"will have 'a serious effect on the 
conduct of the war and simultan- 
eously will deal a devastating blow 
to the fixed-income group, particu- 
larly the dependents of service- 
men." 


His statement came as! 
1. The House prepared to acl on 


a bill shifting control of oil and coal 
prices from the Office of Price 
Administration to Interior Secre- 
tary Harold Ickcs. 


2. The House Interstate Commit- 


tee called a public hearing on a 
measure to give more than 1,000,- 
000 non-operating railroad workers 
a pay boost amounting to 8 cents 
an hour. Despite sharp opposition 
from the chief executive's stabili- 
zation director, this resolution has 
received senate approval by the 
overwhelming vote of 74 to 4. 


3. House agriculture 
members 


demanded immediate action 
on 


their measure to create an overall 
food czar, with control over prices 
as well as production and distribu- 
tion'. Passage of this bill would rg- 
duce OPA to a skeleton,

At stake too, in the senate were 


the 
porposed band on consumer 


subsidies and the measure to in- 
crease taxes by approximately $2,- 
000,000,000. 


Keenly aware of the many-sided 


onslaught on the administration's 
program, McCormack deplored the 
failure of the public to rally

the president's support as demon- 
strated, he said, by the slight vol- 
ume of mail he has received on 
the issues.

Moreover, it seems only just to return points 
for this service, because fats cost ration stamps. 
Your butcher has been informed of this ruling 
which went into effect on Decernber 13th." 


How the Plan Will Work 


It's as simple as it sounds. All you have to do 
is fill up a tin can with used cooking fat and 
take it to your butcher. You don't need to use 


a special kind of can—any kind will do. And 
you don't need to have any specified amount of 
fat; take it to your butcher whenever the can is 
full. He will estimate the weight of the tin and 
give you, cash in hand, 4c and two red points 
for every pound of used fat you deliver. 


The government does not ask for these fats 


until you've got the cooking good out of them. 
But when that is done, every spoonful is wanted. 


Would it surprise you to learn that just one 


single tablespoon of fat—just the little bit that 
is usually washed out of your broilers and roast- 
ing pans and skillets--will make five machine 
gun bullets? Or enough smallpox vaccines for 
seventy-three men? 


Answers to Housewives' Questions 


It doesn't matter whether the fat is burned or 
black—it still makes crystal-clear glycerine. 


It doesn't matter whether it's pan drippings, 


fat from a soup, used shortening, cooking oils, 
or melted solid fat, 


And, finally, it doesn't matter how little you 


save each day. Every drop is precious. 


Saving these fats and turning them in is not 


an easy job. But it's a lot easier than doing the 
things our men must do on the battle fronts, 
Is it too much for them to expect that the 
wives and mothers of America will perform this 
task for them—to help put into their hands what 
they need to win? 


They know it is not. They know jhat all their 


country has to do is ask —once our women 
really understand.

Washington, 'Dec. 13 (/I1). —House 


Majority Leader McCormack (D 
Mas) 
cautioned Congress 
today 


against "releasing the floodlidcs of 
inflation" as the House and Senate 
tackled a batch of legislation di- 
rectly affecting President Roose- 
velt's anti-inflation - stabilization 
program. 


With the administration program 


for controlling wages and prices, 
subsidies and taxes under fire, the 
Democratic floor-leader bluntly as- 
serted "the pressure groups are 
operating." 


"Inflation, if it comes," he said, 


"will have 'a serious effect on the 
conduct of the war and simultan- 
eously will deal a devastating blow 
to the fixed-income group, particu- 
larly the dependents of service- 
men." 


His statement came as! 
1. The House prepared to acl on 


a bill shifting control of oil and coal 
prices from the Office of Price 
Administration to Interior Secre- 
tary Harold Ickcs. 


2. The House Interstate Commit- 


tee called a public hearing on a 
measure to give more than 1,000,- 
000 non-operating railroad workers 
a pay boost amounting to 8 cents 
an hour. Despite sharp opposition 
from the chief executive's stabili- 
zation director, this resolution has 
received senate approval by the 
overwhelming vote of 74 to 4.

their measure to create an overall 
food czar, with control over prices 
as well as production and distribu- 
tion'.

All you have to do 
is fill up a tin can with used cooking fat and 
take it to your butcher. You don't need to use 


a special kind of can—any kind will do. And 
you don't need to have any specified amount of 
fat; take it to your butcher whenever the can is 
full. He will estimate the weight of the tin and 
give you, cash in hand, 4c and two red points 
for every pound of used fat you deliver. 


The government does not ask for these fats 


until you've got the cooking good out of them. 
But when that is done, every spoonful is wanted.

single tablespoon of fat—just the little bit that 
is usually washed out of your broilers and roast- 
ing pans and skillets--will make five machine 
gun bullets? Or enough smallpox vaccines for 
seventy-three men?

As the cards now lie, Tito is go-

But that's likely to 
be only part of his mission. Look 
ing ahead through the smoke o 
battle, I think we snail find him 
influencing the political future o 
his o-.vn country and consequently 
ot the rest of the Balkans.

Statistical Summary of Education, 
issued by the U.S. Office of Edu- 
cation.

claimed that the 13 Southern Slates 
stand at the bottom of the list in 
point of education. 


In its reply the Southern Weekly 
wrote: 


"One set of fundamental facts 


which is left entirely out of con- 
sideration, and which should 
never be omitted when com- 
parative figures on education 
arc quoted in Southern news- 
papers, may be stated in a 
single sentence. It is this: 


"The 13 Southern States have 


34.79 per cent of all persons of 
scholastic age in the United 
States, but have only 26 per cent 
of the adult population which 
must rear and educate them, , 
and they receive only 1C.1 per 
cent of the national income, out 
of which the bill for education, 
along with other expenses of liv- 
ing, must bo paid . . . 


"If the people of the South set 
aside . for education, precisely 
the same percentage of their 
income per scholastic that the 
people of the rest of the country 
set aside for this purpose, they. 


'.would, ha ve for ,aac4v person of 


school age less than 37 centi to 
every dollar that the rest of the 
country would have to spend for 
the education of each pewon 
of school age." 
The Southern Weekly cites as a 


single example the comparison be- 
tween Texas, which spends only 
$70.83 per child per year, and Cali- 
fornia, which spends $150.15. But 
Texas has nearly 400,000 more per- 
sons of school age than California — 
while California has over a million 
more adults than Texas.

.What does all this mean? 
It simply means that the story I 


was writing about 20 years ago is 
still true— youth has been leaving 
the South and its old folks and 
children while other sections ac- 
quired the adult wage-earners that 
the South had reared and educated.

Eden termed Japan as much a 


menace to Britain as to the Unit- 
ed Slates and China, and said Brit-
